ering of several thousand people in 


the Custom House square, They 
were guarded by soldiers. Not a ein-

Barrett, He denounced the govern- 
ment for having brought so many 
troops into the eity and said that the 


‘men who had been transferred to iso. 


lated stations would spread the agita- 
tion over ail Ireland, He regretted 
the police had not gone on strike 
during the oBer war, when the toun- 
try was denuded of its military 
forces, and further said the police 
were the victims of a vile system 
really maintained in the control of 
Irish landlords. 


Mobs Resort to Violence. 


Th one instance a mob attacked a 
van loaded with bags of sugar and set 
it on fire, They threw the wreckage 
off the doeks. A number of other 
wagons ‘were overturned, 

This evening a mob attacked a po- 
lice patrol and attempted to rescue a 
prisoner, The police at first were 
driven back, but reinforcements and 
a series of eiose charges were neces- 
sary before the crowd dispersed. 

Several citizens were injured. Re- 
ginning next Monday the. authorities 
have decided to use soldiers to protect 
vans and wagons, It is thought that 
the negotiations tc bring an end to 
the carters’ strike will terminate sat- 
isiactorily on Monday. 

Telegrams received ffom various 
parts of Ireland relate that the day 


has passed quietly, The disaffected 
members of the constabulary appa- 
rently have been overawed by the 


traneforring of men from Belfast and 
the fact that no strike was declared 
here, while the ‘more sobér minded 
have been influnced by the advice of 
the inspector general that it would be 
inopportime to discuss their griev- 
ances at present.

New York, Aug. 3.—Bit by bit the 
police and the district attorney's ol- 
fice are gathering together the threads 
of what they believe to be one of 
the most gigantic conspiracies ever 
discovered in New York, and which 
was brought to light by the sssassi- 
nation a short time ago of Hovannes 
H. Tavehankjian, the wealthy Ar- 
menian rug importer, who was shot 
down in Union square by an Armen- 
ian named Hampartzoomian or Kha. 
vadorian, To-day it was declared 
that the assassin, through his attor. 
ney, made overtures to District At- 
torney Jerome that may lead to a 
full confession on his part.

Montreal's New Water Conduit, 


Montreal, Aug, 3,—The water com- 
mittee is considering the enlargement 
of the city’s aqueduct. Specifications 
eall for a conduit five miles long, The 
bottom of the conduit will be flat and 
the sides concave, and by this means 
it is anticipated that the daily flow 
of water will be increased to sixty or 
seventy million gallons, instead of 
fiity millions as at first pianned, The 
water supply from this conduit will 
bo the drinking water for the citi- 
zens of Montreal, Upon the comple- 
tion of the work, the old open con- 
duit now supplying the city will be 
widened and deepened, and the sup- 
ply thus obtained will be used for 
turbines, which it is proposed shall 
do the majority of the pumping, the 
steam plant in reserve for use when 
required, The estimated cost of the 
new conduit exceeds half a million.

Canada’ and the United States, 

Basing his contention of the cleim 
that all land and water north of the 
49th parallel is Canadian territory, 
Captain Young will take decisive ac- 
tion which he hopes will attract the 
attention of the authorities to such 
an extent that correspondence may 
arise with the United States to the 
end that possession of the island may 
become o subiect of diplomatic ac- 
tion and its positive ownership ¢s- 
tablished, 


Capt. Young asserts his belief that 
such negotiations Oanada would 
be able to establish beyond doubt 
its legal aud just right to the pos- 
session of the land. The cession of 
the island to the States by the Ash- 
burton treaty, if it was ceded, is a 
blunder, which is a disgrace to Brit- 
ish diplomacy, To allow the matter 
longer to remain quiet would be dis- 
honorable to Canada, he asserts.

ALBERTA CROPS 
LEAD THE WEST 


Sitatement of Conditions Issued 
by Premier Rutherford. Fine 
Yield Expected. 


Hon. A, C. Rutherford, premier and 
acting minister of agriculture, in an 


interview with the Bulletin issued 
the following statement with respect 
to the erop situation in Albtrta at 


the present time :— 

The crop situation in the west has 
been the subject of a great deal of 
newspaper comment, and‘all kitds of 
reports have been cireulated many ol 
them of a detfimental nature, This 
province vcecupies a unique situation 
in that the present year demonstrates 
in a most forceful Way tie advantage 
of mixed farming. The fatmers of 
the province are not dependent upon 
grain clone, True, the grain products 
are bulkiing larger each year, yet the 
returns from horses, cé , sheep, 
hogs, poultry and the dairy form no 
inconsidtiable amount of the revenue 
of the province, ard in a large meas- 
ure make the farmers independent. 

Winter Wheat in Good Shape. 

The winter wheat came throuch the 
winter in fine condition, there being 
very little winte killing. Growth 
has been remarkable and the harvest- 
ing of one of the finest crops of 
winter wheat seen in the province 
has just been begun at Lethbridge and 
Magrath. The returns from crop 
correspendents #hows an increase ol 


111 1-2 per cent. over 1906 in the 
acreage sown to winter wheat. 
While the southern portion of the 


province has by far the largest pro- 
portion of this yet many fine 
fields are to be found all the way 
north to Kdmonton—even farther 
north still. 

Seeding Was Delayed, 

Owing to the late spring the sow- 
ing of all spring crops was much de- 
layed. This delay was not so pro- 
longed in the south as in the north, 
the result being that all crops in 
south are well advanced and likely 
any danger 
from early frosts is to be feared, In 
the central portion of the province, 
or what was formerly known as Nor- 
tuern Alberta, seeding operations 
were unduly delayed. resulting in a 
somewhat smaller acreage being 
sown. Favorable growing weathe-, 
nowever, has developed as heavy a 
growth as in ordinary years, so that 
the crops are much farther advanced 
than one would expect, Spring wheat 
is well headed out and oats beginn- 
ing. The past two weeks of most 
suitable weather has brought the crop 
on wonderfully fast. 

Big Increase in Acreage. 

The area sown to spring wheat 
shows an increase of fully two-thirds 
over last year While there a 
Substantial incrense in the area of 
oats, barley and tye,

Mr. Richardson pointed out 
that the eastern provinees were not 
worrying about the quaMty of, o1 
improvement of cattle in Alberta or 
Saskatchewan, but were anxious to 
take advantage of the market which 
had been created in the west, largely 
through the efforts of the Alberta 
Live Stock associations, He also 
pointed out that the provincial goy- 
ernment bad the same right to ask 
that the sules be made absolutely 
provincial, as the Dominion gov

District court, fined 
the Standard Oil Co, of Indiana $29,- 


240,000 for vidlutions of the law 
against accepting bribes from rail- 
toads, The fine is the largest over 


assessed against any corporation in 
the history of American eriminal jur- 
isprudence, and is slightly more than 
131 times as great as the amount re- 
ecived by the company through its 
rebating operations.

POULTRY FATTENING STATIONS. 


The government co-operative poul- 
try fattening stations are again 
under way for the season of 1997, and 
their and popularity are 
inere pronounced than ever. At che 
four stations, Innisfail, Ponoka, La- 
combe and Valley City, over 1.000 
birds are fattening, and as quickly 
as they are killed they are replaced 
by Otner broods A killing station 
has been established at Innisfail, 
where a car load 6f shipping boxes 
hag arrived, 

This year is a good one for the 
poultry man, and the birds are drese- 
ing out a pound to a pound and 4 
quarter more than their live weight 
when tuey were put in the fattening 
pens after three weeks fattening. 

The co-operative fattening business 
is growing to such proportiong that 
in order to handle it advantageously 
central killing stations and cold 
storage stations will eventually be re- 
quired for the dressed poulty trade.

Enough Asphaltum in North 
Country to do this, says 
Mining Expert. 


J, 8. Fenn, Spokane, and J. W. 
Prank, of Keno, Nebraska, returned 
on Saturday nieht trom Port MeKay 


on the Athabasea river, Mr. Fenn 
fepresents the British-American Oil 
Co., of Senttle. 


Mr, Frank is a mining expert who 
has located several of the paying oil 
wells in Crlitornia. He describes the 
horthern oi! fields as equal and great 
er to anv ever found in California, 

He visiied the Hammerstein eamp, 


but does not think Hammerstein wil! 
firfd ofl. He says oil runs in channels 
like water and it requires consider- 


able experience and-skill to locate one 
of the oil channelte 

He located three oil channels for 
the British-Americ¢an Oil Co., who in- 
tend to carry on development work 
with a view to operating the wells 
when adequate transportation is ob. 
tained into that country. 

Speaking of the asphaltum deposits, 
Mr. Frank eaves that there is enough 
asphaltum on the Athabasea river to 
pave the streets of all the cities in 
the world and ean be manufactured 
for paving purposes at small east
